Your belief that he is guilty must be 
so strong and go unyielding that you 
would act upon that belief. You must 
be convinced of the truth beyond a 
reasonable doubt. You must, alter 
you have determined that circum- 
stances established, that it is abso- 
lutely consistent with the guilt of de- 
fendant.”” Jude Macon had his son 
read the instructions to the jury on 
circuinstantial evidence.

Tue Loyal Ligiou of the Indiana 
Commandry had their annual din- 
ner at Terra Haute on the 17th, on 
which vccasion Colonel Thomas 
II. Nelson, formerly of the Chilian 
legation, made a speech. Io the 
course of it be spoke of the friend- 
ship which Chili manifested to- 
ward the United States in those 
better years bet ween 1861 aud 1865; 
how they contributed to the Saui- 
Commission for the use of the sick 
and wounded, mote moncy ban 
was sent fora like purpose by all 
the other United States legations 
combined, He then continued bis 
speech as we find it in the Indiapn- 
apolis Journal as fallows : 

“In those days coimunication 
between Chili aud the United 
States was by steamer to Aspen- 
wall, thence by rail across the 
Isthmus of Panama, and thence by 


Valparaiso. The sevrice was semi- 
mouthly, and I can hardly over- 
state the interest shown by the 
people of Chili in be news 
brought at these long intervals 
from this country. In the Spring 
of 1865 great events had ocecurre.' 
and greater events were expected 
to follow. The arrival of the next 
steamer was awaited with the 
greatest auxiety. The day on 
which the steamer was due arrived 
at last, and we awaited with eager 
interest .dispatches from Valpa- 
raiso. As the hours passed and 
no news came ohr auxiety in- 
creased, But the steamer had 
been delayed by some unknown 
cause; night came, the hope of hav- 
ing anything before the morrow 
had to be abandened, aud we re- 
tired to rest. Soon after midnight, 
Lowever, | was awakened from 
sleep by a burst of music. A band 
in front of the legation was play- 
ing ‘Hail Columbia” As quickly 
as possible I made my way to the 
balcony. The first person I recog- 
nized in the street was the vencra- 
ble President of the republic, the 
man who ha‘! been the Minister of 
Chili to the United States when 
Henry Clay was Secretary of 
State. As I appeared upon the 
balcony he shouted ‘Richmond bas 
fallen! Lee bas surrendered! The 
war is over!’ And the music again 
struck up, mingling its notes with 
the glad shouts of the people. 
When I arose in the mornirg 
I found that, to attest the uni- 
versal joy, a feast day bad been 
proclaimed. All business was 
suspeended and the day was given 
up to rejoice over the victory of 
the Union arms. During the day 
& procession numbering over 
twenty thosaund people marched 
through the streets, passed by the 
United States legation, where the 
stars and stripes were stretched 
across the street. At the head of 
the procession rode the President 
of the Republic, followed by his 
Cabiaet, both branches of the 
National Legislature, the judges 
of the courts aud all of the muni-

The purchaser in the present 
case is a celebrated horse dealer in 
town and the seller a grazier of cattle 
residing about six miles from London.

A QUEER FISH. 


Uneatable Itself, It Poisons All the Fish 
in Ite Neighborhood. 

The anglers and lovers of fish about 
Park Rapids, Minn., are much disgusted 
and seriously alarmed over the appear- 
ance of numbers of a peculiar fish in 
the lakes and ponds of that vicinity, 
and which fish is said to be highly 
poisonous. The best naturalists, says 
the New York Journal, as well as the 
oldest and most experienced fishermen 
of the neighborhood, have declared that 
they are at a loss to name the strange 
fish which are so voracious that they 
swallow all bait as soon as placed in 
the water and prevent others from bit- 
ing, while wholly uneatable them- 
selves. It is also believed that they are 
exterminating the other varieties, as 
immense quantities of the latter are 
found dead every day along the shores 
of the lakes and ponds. 

The unknown member of the fluny 
tribe is not unlike a small trout, very 
plump and very tender, with few bones 
and those large.

It ure- 
sents a handsome appearance in the 
water, about the surface of which it de- 
lights to linger, making it very easy 
game.

Many instances hase been given to 
show the greed of Nevada railroads, 
but I do not know that the extent of 
this has been made sufficiently appar- 
ent by actual figures. Asa matter of 
fact, there are uncounted tons of ore 
lying uncovered in the White Pine 
country which, under ordinary mining 
conditions, would be accounted rich, 
but which, in the circumstances, we 
are unable to have milled. What is 
so of White Pine in this gonnection 
also applies to the districts equally or 
more remote from the railroads, and 
in some cases with more force. 

At present it costs us $22 per ton 
to get our ore to market. Asa result 
we do not undertake to mine ore going 
less than $50 to $75 per ton. Ope, 
which would mill $25 per ton is abund- 
ant; but it would not pay for milliog 
at the rates charged. 

When it is remembered that we 
are the near neighbors of Salt Lake 
the extreme injustice of this is appar- 
ent. It makes no difference whether 
we ship ore to Salt Lake or to San 
Francisco, the rates are the same, 
though the distance is different by 500 
miles. Colorado capitalists have re- 
cently looked over the ground and 
have figured that a new road throngh 
southern Nevada from Salt Lake 
would enable up to lay our ores duwa 
in that city for $6 to $8 per ton. Could 
we do this, the population of eastern 
Nevada would double in a year from 
the increased activity in mining, to 
say nothing of the progress that would

AN INGENIOUS CONVICT. 


Secks Diversion In Untried Fields 

of Employment and Makes Him- 
Delf Useful to His 
ve Keepers. 

In a little cell on the second tier of 
one of the dormitories in the Maryland 
penitentiary, Tobias F. Hudson has 
passed nearly nine years of his life. Cut 
off from intercourse with his fellow- 
men, nothing meets his view as he 
gazes from his grated window but the 
brick walls of dormitory and workshop. 

On June 26, 1888, Hudson was convict- 
ed in Hagerstown of stealing two 
horses from George Stonebraker, and 
was sentenced to thirteen years’ im- 
prisonment. He says he was not guilty 
of the charge, but that fate and the tes- 
timony were against him, and he is only 
waiting for his release to collect evi- 
dence to clear his name. 

When first convicted, says the Balti- 
more Sun, he was dazed, and continu- 
ally brooded over his condition, but he 
gradually realized that occupation was 
the best means of diverting his 
thoughts. Before he was sentto the 
penitentiary he met with an accident 
which rendered his left arm almost use- 
less, but with -his right hand, assisted 
as far as possible by the crippled mem- 
ber, he accomplished more than many 
able-bodied men having their liberty 
ever accomplished. By working over- 
time he earned little sums of money 
with which he bought material for oc- 
cupation when his tasks were finished. 
He brought into use his knowledge of 
clock-making, and soon his little cell 
began to show the result of his labor. 
From the marble works in the prison 
yard he procured bits of various colored 


| marbles which he fashioned into minia- 


ture monuments, which he skillfully 
carved and polished, and into which 
he set little clocks. From smaller 
pieces of marble, onyx, bits of stalag- 
mite and lava, he made crosses, watch- 
chain pendants, ete., neatly set in 
frames of gold plate. 

He found he could not work all the 
time, and he commenced to purchase 
books, which he eagerly read. He was 
careful in his selections, and one corner 
of his cell is filled with nearly two hun- 
dred volumes, including histories of the 
principal nations and books of refer- 
ence. 

A short time ago, wher electric light 
wires were being placed ih the prison, 
he became interested in electricity.and 
purchased a few standard works upon 
that subject. The result was the con- 
struction of half a dozen different elec- 
tric appliances, including a burglar 
alarm which he has just completed for 
Warden Weyler’s bedroom. He also 
made a curious-looking clock, which 
adorns the walls of his cell. The dial 
is a semicircle of white marble, with 
twelve at each corner, and the other 
hours marked along the arc. It has 
one hour-hand, and two minute-hands 
set opposite each other, so that both are 
seen only at noon and at midnight. The 
seconds are nrarxed on u separate cir- 
cular dial by a hand that moves from 
right to left. By an arrangement of the 
mechanism a spring that would run an 
ordinary clock twenty-four hours will 
run his clock fifty-six hours. 

The man is constantly secking diver- 
sion in new and untried fields of work, 
and when a prisoner escaped from a cell 
inthe prison yard by hammering on the 
padlock which fastened his cell door 
until the bolts dropped back and the 
lock opened, Hudson determined to in- 
vent a padlock that would preclude 
future escapes in like manner. The re- 
sult was the production of a lock which 
seems to be all that he claims for it, be- 
ing so arranged that hammering on it 
drives the bolts deeper into their fast- 
ening. He exhibited a model of his lock 
to Warden Weyler, who was so much 
pleased that he showed it to the board 
of visitors, and they at once adopted it 
for use in the prison. Castings for the 
locks were made in the prison foundry, 
a lathe was purchased and set up in 
Hudson’s cell, and he was relieved of 
all other tasks so that his entire time 
could be occupied in the manufacturé¢ of 
locks. In a short time they will be 
used in all the dormitories‘ of the pris- 
on. The locks are neatly finished with 
brass rivets and key-holes, and to all 
appearance might have come out of 
some factory. 

Hudson has always been an exem- 
plary prisoner, and is entitled to twen- 
ty-six months’ commutation of time. 
He will therefore be released April 5, 
1894. 


Living Upon Locusts. 

A correspondent of the London Daily 
Graphic, writing upon the locust plague 
in north Africa, says: In reference to 
the diet of St. John the Baptist, who 
lived on locusts and wild honey in the 
wilderness, there are Sunday-school 
teachers who cannot believe that any- 
one would voluntarily live on such food, 
and, therefore, say that the ‘locust 
bean,’ the fruit of the carab tree, is 
meant by the writers of the new testa- 
ment. I can only reply that the locust 
cricket, the acridum pelerinum, order 
orthoptera, variety Saltatoria—the fly- 
ing: sauterelle of Africa—is sold at a 
half penny per pound in the market 
place of Biskra (which is the second 
oasis from the north in the Sahara), and 
that there it iscooked by boiling with 
salt and water, as shrimips are boiled 
here. I myself have little doubt that 
it is more nutritious than the latter, be-

AGED INDIAN CHIEFS. 


Notable Figures Among the Tribes of 
Oregon. 

It is interesting to talk with civilized 
Indians and learn from then. what they 
may know of the present anc past con- 
ditions of their race, says the Salem 
Statesman. Speaking of the prevalence 
of consumption among the Indians on 
the Klamath agency calls to mind that a 
few more years will find those Indians 
nearly all in their graves. Henry Jack- 
son, of Klamath, assigned a very plaus- 
ible reason for their decline. He says 
their food now is different from that of 
the wild Indian and their habits of life 
are very changed. Formerly they 
roamed at will, clad scantily with rough 
skins or naked, just as they suited them. 
Now they are clothed and housed and 
often removed to different climes, and 
the changes of temperature at once make 
themselves felt and attack the lungs. 
Mr. Jackson talked freely of the old In- 
dian chiefs. 

Sconchin,“ the last chief of the Mo- 
docs, and one of the leaders in the Mo- 
doc war, is still living. He is weak and 
stone blind and must be considerably 
over a hundred years of age. Choc- 
taw,“ the last commander of the 
Snakes, surrendered his life and passed 
on to the happy hunting ground only 
three weeks ago. He was also blind 
and was a hundred or more years of 
age. Allen David,“ who used to be a 
great chief among the Klamaths, is 
still living, although at an advanced 
age. The light has also gone out of his 
eyes and he has to depend on his people 
for food and care. The tribe relations 
are all broken up, andfrom Mr. Jack- 
son’s words it is seen that very soon the 
last of the original chiefs will have 
passed to that bourne whence no trav- 
eler returns. Although not disappear- 
ing with the buffalo, as it was years 
ago said they would do, the American 
Indian will not be far behind the beast 
of the prairie in passing from view. 


SOUVENIR BELLS. 


A New Fad Which May Prove Embarrass- 
ing if Carried Too Far. 

The craze for collecting souvenir 
spoons is being supplemented by a new 
fad—the collecting of souvenir silver 
bells. These bells, says the New York 
News, are made for presentation to 
friends who visit New York or other big 
cities, and like the souvenir spoons have 
fashioned on their handles some design 
or conceit suggestive of the city visited. 
There is, for instance, the Rip Van 
Winkle bell and the Peter Stuyvesant 
bell. 

The fad is not likely to become sc 
popular as the souvenir spoons craze, as 
every member of a family ca. use half 
a dozen spoons-—coffee spoons, tea 
spoons, table and sherbet spoons and 
spoons for bon bons. Half a dozen 
bells, however, foreach member would 
be an embarrassment of riches. 

Many souvenir spoons in the principal 
cities are manufactured to commemo- 
rate historical places, but the manu- 
facture of bells has not yet gone as far 
as that, and they are made rather with 
a view to presenting to a friend some 
suggestive token of a visit toa city. 

These little bells are used extensively 
also as favors for guests at dinners 
and teas somewhat after the fashion of 
presenting favors at aGerman. They 
have also been popular as gifts to 
friends going to Europe for use during 
the voyage and as remembrances of 
folks at home. The bells, which are 
represented to be fashioned of solid sil- 
ver, retail for U. de dollars and ten dol- 
lars apiece.
